You're thinking of using a stepper in 
a (small) remote tuner? Floppy drives contain 
small steppers that MIGHT be adequate to 
turn a small variable capacitor or small 
roller inductor. 

You can use the on-board stepper 


controller on the floppy drive. The 
only interface wires needed would be a 
logic level "step" pulse (that'd rotate 
the stepper by a small fraction of a turn), 
and a "direction" signal. High might 
correspond to clockwise, and low correspond 
to counterclockwise. 

All modern floppies require DC 
power of +12v, +12 return, +5v return and 
+5v. These come in on a 4-pin molded plug 
that every PC-user has coming out of the 
PC's power supply. 

Then there's a 34-pin header, or 
a 34 finger edge connector where even pin 
numbers carry logic signals while odd numbers 
carry ground: 
2 - unused 
4 - unused 
6 - unused

Most floppies used in a PC are hardwired to 
look like DRIVE A, rather than drive B. 

When you apply DC power, the floppy remains 
dead till you ground the "Drive Select A" pin. 
You may also have to ground "Motor Enable A" 
pin as well. 

A floppy contains logic that disallows 
stepping when the "Track Zero" indicator is 
active, to prevent the head assembly from 
running off the guides. Track 0 is usually 
sensed by an optical coupler bolted to the 
chassis. When the head assembly moves to the 
rim of the disk, a "finger" blocks the opto- 
coupler, and you're on track 0. 


Here's a quick test: 
Move the head assembly about half-way thru 
its total travel distance (to get off track 
zero). Ground pins (10) and (14), which should 
light up the floppy's front panel LED, and get 
the spindle motor turning 5 revs/sec. 
Short the "STEP" input pin (20) to 
ground, and watch to see if the stepper turns 
a bit each time you connect to ground.

status a week ago: 

Epson 28.16 MHz oscillator, followed by 74LS74, using both flip-flops as 
divide by 4. Thus far its a Fireball-40. Now for my twist: a 7406 open 
collector hex inverter (used 74 instead of 74LS ‘cause I had ‘em, and 06 
has the 30 V rated output that the 05 does not). Connected a pair of 
inverters, in parallel, to the Q output of the divider, and another 
paralleled pair to the not-Q ouput. The repective collectors go to 
opposite ends of a transformer (14 T #26 on T37-61, center-tapped - 
thanks NorCal toroid kitters!) and the +5 V supply is fed at the center 


tap. Shunt the primary with 82 pF and a 10-50 pF trimmer. Four turn 
secondary with a 47 ohm load resistor. Everything's dc coupled right now, 
except for the secondary winding. Getting better than 7 Vpp across the 47 
ohm load (about 150 mW, 2 turn secondary yielded 70 mW) The waveform is 
remarkably clean looking (a little too triangular to be a real good sine 
wave) on the scope when the trimmer is adjusted. Have not yet added a 
pi-net filter for harmonic supression. 


status tonight: 

Changed secondary to 6 turns. Ran the center tap to the unregulated 
voltage instead of the 5 V line. Keying by the brute force method - just 
keying the Vcc line to the 7404, while the oscillator and flip-flops are 
free running. With a 9 V supply 320 mW out, with a 12 V supply 490 mW 
out. 7404 gets pretty warm on 12 V, not so bad at 9V. On a receiver 
placed near enough so that the signal is S7 to S8 just a hint of key 
clicks. Will probably add the pi-net filter now, a bit more decoupling, 
and button it up and see how it plays on the air. More than likely will 
run from a 9V battery.

Gang, 


While touring the exhibit hall at Pacificon this year, I discovered a 
product that I'm in love with -- the RS DMM/Data Logger with PC interface -- 
product #22-805, on sale for $49.95 with software and DB-9 interconnect 
cable, test leads, etc. Sale ends Nov 20th. I strongly recommend this buy! 
If you want the details, read on.... 


Over the past year, I've been considering "spooling up" a homebrew data 
logger with a Stamp/PIC, level converters, a bit of BASIC, some packaging, 
etc, etc... time constraints kept me from getting to it. Buying a "real 
logger" from National Instruments, etc involves xreal money* -- well outside 
the budget constraints of a typical ham/homebrew guy. 


What is a data logger and why would you need one? A logger is an analytical 
instrument that allows you to "log" data (voltage, current, resistance, etc) 
in real time, and write that log data to a file. The log file can then be 
imported to a spreadsheet (Excel, Lotus, etc) and graphed, manipulated or 
otherwise analyzed. Essentially, any display value (on the DMM LCD) can be 
logged. The logging software (included) can be configured to log samples as 
frequently as once per second or every several seconds or minutes apart -- 
your choice. The logging software runs in DOS, Win3.1, Win95, Win9x, etc. 
Installation and configuration is very simple. Just install and select the 
Com Port (1-4) you with to use. That's it. The logger will run as a 
"background task" so you can set up your experiment and continue with normal 
computer operations. If you need more than one logging channel, buy a second 
#22-805 and you can run dual sessions simultaneously -- stored to different 
files -- enabling you to log voltage and current in real time -- cool yes? 


If you have the need, you could run four #22-805s simultaneously and log 
four data channels. No, you won't get all the fancy signal conditioning and 
the clever analysis tools you'll find in a $1K+ solution from National 
Instruments, but consider that your 4-channel investment is merely $199.! 
Not bad! 


So what would/could you do with a logger? Well, here's some thoughts: 


1.) Ever read a post on QRP-L from someone pondering whether their SST, OHR, 
K2, etc will go XX hours this upcoming weekend with a gelcell of Y AmpHrs? 
Yep, we all have. Now you can model your scenario on your lab bench xbeforex 
you head to the field. Set up your battery, program a keyer in beacon mode 
to key the rig at regular intervals at your selected RF power --into a dummy 
load. Attach your logger and you'll know xexactly* when your battery tanked. 


2.) Chasing a troubling intermittent problem in a rig that's voltage or 
current related? Attach some pin grabbers to the component in question and 
log the voltage/current overnight. Easy way to baby-sit the problem while 
doing something more important -- read the results on the log file the next 
day. 


3.) In general, any transducer that can convert some unit of measure to a 
voltage measurement can be logged. For example, temperature, mechanical 
strain, wind speed, etc can be easily logged with accessory transducers. 
Just log the output as "voltage" and create a macro in Lotus to back-solve 
your conversion equations. 


Summary: The 22-805 is a steal at $49.95. It's a civilized DMM with a big 
fat LCD that measures Vac, Vdc, Ohms, Diode Check, Idc and Iac -- both up to 
20 amps. It features display hold and a ranging button for the ohms scale. 
It has a separate power on/off push button, and it has auto time-out. The 
DB-9 cable attaches to a port at the top of the meter. The meter is powered 
by a single 9V alkaline batt. It will NOT time-out in logging mode, as the 
logger program takes over and controls the meter power. I've had mine 
logging constantly for a week -- still on the original battery -- not 
included ;) 


If you run out of things to log, this meter looks decent on the lab bench -- 


a yellow and gray case -- sort of Fluke-like in appearance. If you're 
shopping for your first DMM, I think this is a good choice. Later, you'll 
want to pick up an LCR meter to read capacitance and inductance -- the 


*xsmallx values. The #22-805 has no 'C' or 'L' scales. 


This isn't new technology, just a nice product that's especially enticing at 
a low price-point. I'm off to buy another! :-))

Gang, 
Several active regions are now present on the surface of the sun facing 


the earth, with two new active regions rotating into view. This means 
the next week or so could produce several medium (class M) flares and 
the possibility of a major (class X) flare. All these active regions 
and sunspots have elevated the solar flux well above 200 ... in fact 
240 today, with 240-250 predicted over the next few days. This is a 
pretty hot solar flux, so keep an ear on those upper bands! 


Unfortunately, good news often comes with bad news ... and all these 
active regions, while not neccessarily producing flares, do trigger 
changes in the solar wind and coronal holes ... both of which exert 
varying solar wind pressure on our magnetic field, keeping it in various 
disturbed stages. This means active to minor geomagnetic storming. 
However, such disturbances are usually of short duration, that is, lasting 
2-3 hours (unlike a large flare that can cause geomagnetic storming for 

6 hours to over a day). So if 40M sounds awful, check back a couple of 
hours later. 


Remember ... 

Geomagnetic disturbances generally disturb 10MHz and below 
(a bit on 20M, pronounced on 40M, and even worse on 80M) 

Solar flux enhances propagation 10MHz and above. 


So if you want to work 15 or 10M, look for a high (>150) solar flux. 
The higher the flux, the higher the MUF, the higher the reflectivity 
for better skip propagation. When the solar flux is 200 or more 
(generally), it means the higher bands remain open longer than usual 
after sunset as well, and better grey-line propagation. 


If you want to work 40M, the condition of the geomagnetic field is what 
you need to watch ... an A-index <15-20, or a K index <3. Above these 
values, active to storming conditions are occuring. 


I will continue to post these solar/geomagnetic updates, tutorials and 
significant event notices as long as qrp-l remains around.

If you ever see one of these at a hamfest, grab it up. These are excellent 
Z-match tuners with a built in 10/100/1000 watt SWR/Power scales. I got 
mine back in March and it is a fantastic piece of gear. You won't be 
backpacking it, but for home use it can't be beat. The H-W is the original 
commercial Z-match which dates from around 1955. There is an article by 
the designer of the H-W in a 1954 or 1955 QST. 


They are not too common, but there aren't many Harvey-Wells collectors out 
there so they are still available at reasonable prices. When you consider 
that a new LC type MFJ tuner will run $150 or more, even if you pay $200 
for a H-W you'll get a bargain. They don't make ‘em like that anymore.

The antenna is called a W3EDP antenna, and is described 

in Practical Wire Antennas, by John Heys, G3BDQ. It is 

a multiband, wire antenna 85' long with a 17 ft counterpoise. 
I aimed a 2 oz sinker with 10# fishing line attached at a 40' 
tree in my back yard and pulled one end of the W3EDP ant 
over it. The other end is supported at 30' on my house and 
goes down to a first floor window with an antenna tuner just 
inside. It is non-resonant on all bands, but tunes well on all 
bands including the WARC bands using an antenna tuner with 

a balanced output, MFJ-900. The only other ant I have up 

is a Hustler 6BTV with 480' of wire radials located 50' from 
the salt water, Narragansett Bay. The W3EDP is 2 S units 
better on receive on 80 and covers the whole band - the 
vertical just covers 50 kHz. Other than that, it works well 
and seems to be better at local contacts but not as good 

on DX being down approx 1 S unit, as would be expected. 

It is a good ant for back packing, as all that are needed is 
described above plus some tiny insulators made of strips 

of Plexiglass and a length of nylon cord to support the 
antenna at the high end.

I have since been told the microphone 
is 'required' for the rig to operate. 


I would strongly suspect that the factory sources the mics, and 

would be astonished to learn they would be tested at all. In fact, 

a production line probably does check everything, power connections 

or not as one other poster alluded to. But testing doesn't mean 
putting in a battery and using it. Things like HTs are probably tested 
out of their case on a test jig, or maybe even a nail bed. I wouldn't 
be 

surprised to learn that with small HTs, the boards are already tested, 
aligned, QAed, and burnt in (if that's done) before any external 

wires are hooked to the boards. You could probably take that HT

With the HTX-10, it was probably tested IN the chassis, but ona 
test bed that had real quick connections. 


Yeah, it's a shame you got a mic with no screws. But then, do you 
every expect 100% quality compliance? I used to, on at least some 
things. Mercedes Benz... But then I got hold of a Revox, custom built, 
that was a piece of junk. We took delivery, went to depend on it, 

and it didn't work. We had to BORROW an old Tandberg in a 

panic that night. But to be fair, once Revox was aware of what 
happened, they had a tech from Long Island DRIVE to us. I think 

maybe it was at least partly to show us how foolish and stupid and 
wrong we were. But when he saw the evidence, including a QA 

sheet that was checked instead of signed and initialed, and the 

wrong parts (2 knobs) on the unit, he got VERY aggitated, called 

his boss, and was EXTREMELY appologetic. He took the unit 

with him, and about a week later they had someone DRIVE a new 

unit, in absolutely perfect and cherry condition, out to us! I really 
suspect someone lost their job over that. 


As to returns being sold, right on the slip it says merchandise must 
be in new resaleable condition. I don't think it can get more clear 
than that! 


I always was upfront when I sold stuff. If it was opened and not in 
original wrapping, I would say why. Ina lot of cases though, it was 
just ‘out of the box' to look at it. In some cases, that meant out of 
the box to try it. If it was a return, I had a few people balk, but 
even 

there 99% of the time it was how you sold, and people buying a $400 
CB set could be swayed by throwing in a $.99 mic clip. Oh well. 

In most cases, though, it was easy, just offer to hook it up, right 
there, 

and play with it a while. I realize that's not always possible, but 
years ago, most RS stores had a CB antenna on the roof. I don't 

know if they do now though. But hooking the HTX-10 to a decent 

CB antenna on the roof would probably have resolved all the issues. 


I know I was AMAZED the first time I hooked my HTX-100 to an old 
CB 1/2wave ground plane! FANTASTIC!

Well, last night's bench time was so much fun I had to call AA1MI and tell 
him! 


In any case, what I'm working on is a Manhattan-style version of KI6BP's 
homebrew 20 meter receiver as described in Communications Quarterly. 
Actually, he's written a series of similar articles in Comm Quart over the 
last 18 months. Has anyone else on the list looked at his designs? Is 
anyone working on any of the receivers he describes? 


Well, last night I fired up all the sections as a system. Previously, I had 
tested them individually. 


So, I checked out the xtal filter (this is the 25-cent Ten tec filter I 
glommed at the last hamfest) and 9 MHz IF (it uses a MC1350P), and the 
balanced IF mixer (it uses 40673 dual-gate MOSFETs), the xtal-controlled 9 
MHz LO, and the audio filters (741 op-amps) and audio output amplifier (an 
LM380), as well as AGC (another 741). 


Everything works FB---once again proving (at least to me) the robustness and 
simplicity of the Manhattan style of construction. 


Onwards towards the front-end.

I had an absolute blast this Sweepstakes, 129 QSOs in 53 
sections for a claimed score of 13,674. That is about three times 
last years score, and I have to say that the K2 made a big 
difference (over the old TS-440). I worked a half-dozen Q precedent 
stations and was surprised at the number of Qs calling CQ. 


I was also surprised at the overall slower rate. People seemed 
to be running at 25ish WPM rather than the 30+ of last year. A big 
improvement for me (and my 15WPM code). Folks were generally 
more than happy to QRS, more so on Sunday than on Saturday 
evening. I would advise the newbies or the shy to start first thing 
Sunday morning or very late Saturday night after the speed 
demons have had there fill of 35+WPM contacts. 


Along these lines, has anyone ever worked the SSB 
Sweepstakes QRP with modest antennas (dipoles)? My setup has 
a 40M and 20M dipole laying on the roof at 20 feet to cover the 40, 
20 and 15M bands. I did OK in CW Sweepstakes, but I don't want 
to waste my time with "Q" in SSB if I'm going to make ten contacts. 


So what do you say, have you worked the SSB Sweepstakes 
QRP? If so, what sort of antenna setup did you use and how much 
success did you have? I don't need to make 500 contacts or 
anything, but if the rate drops much below 10 per hour, it gets 
boring.

Wow, I've had this scrap, non-working RF sig gen for 
the last year just waiting for some time to work on 
it. Since I don't have a 3rd K2 to build :) I decided 
to check out the instrument last night. 


What: HP8660D mainframe controller; HP86632 Modulation box; 


HP86601A RF Module Plug-in for 10 KHz to 160 MHz. 


Found two broken wires internally and also that a modified 
pair of RF connectors were allowed to flop around near 

a powersupply board, periodically shorting out traces and 
blowing the mini-fuses! I used some 30 or 32 AWG pure copper 
wire I extracted from a stranded 22 AWG wire and made my own 
fusible link across the minifuse. Knowing that the reason 
for the blown fuses was due to the cables gave me confidence 
that there were no other causes to the fuses being blown. 


Voila'! We now have 10Khz thru 160 Mhz ultra Stable RF 
sig gen with over 150 dB electronic step attenuator inline 
and I AM SET! 


The official mini-fuses will be installed tonight. No need 
to take chances. 


I'm planning on building some mixers and play around with 
down/upconverting and the like.

What I have used is a shareware version of TR (yes, the contesting 
software). For causal qso's I didn't use it for my logging, I just used it 
to send cw but I in contests, I also used this program to do all the 
logging/keying for me.

I sent it back and they sent out a new one, no questions asked. 
I had herd of problems with the company before, but that was from 
the CB crowd (Who had modified the radios).

Review. 

This little radio appears to be a clone of the Cherokee Ah100 CB. It is 
about the size of an ADI201 or simmilar bricklike 2m ht's. It covers 28.0 
to 29.7 mhz on AM, USB, LSB, FM (no cw). It comes with a BNC rubber 
duck that is about 10" (an estamate). 


It comes with a batery pack that takes 9 AA batteries. An AC addapter for 
charging nicads in the pack (not enough current to transmit), and a 
cigarette lighter adapter. 


>From my car, I worked Japan this afternoon. (UT to Japan). I used a 

BNC to UHF converter and plugged my magmount into the rig. This was 
actually the first QSO on that rig. The rubber duck was able to hear a few 
59+ stations but the band was wide open. 

I had it plugged into the cigarette adapter. 


The tuning of this rig is annoying. It takes two hands. 

to scan frequencies you must move on 10khz steps. there is 1khz tuning, 
but when pressing the ‘up’ button from 28.409 in 1khz mode, it wraps back 
to 28.400mhz. you can move the step to 10khz and go from 

28.401 to 28.411 to 28.421. to tune less than 1khz you use a clarifier. 


supposedly it puts out about 7watts ssb. 


For automobile use, there are better and cheaper solutions, but for walking 
around or hiking this one looks promising. 


There is an available adapter that feeds power in and allows the anttena to 
be brought out the bottom of the rig. (See the cherokee ah100 which 

comes standard with the adapter). This make it an ‘all in the mic' radio. 
without the battery pack the rig is only 6" high. 


A neat little rig, JI now have to buy some of those nimh AA cells.
